John W. Gates, chairman of the American

This latest development in the Steel and 
Wire situation is likely to bring on a climax 
to the excited condition in which the affairs 
of the corporation were thrown a fortnight 
ago. Mr. Gates is in Chicago, having left 
New York just forty-eight hours before the 
summons for him was issued. Mr. Lambert 
came West with him, both of them having 
arrived on Thursday. The latter is at his 
home in Joliet, but was at his office in the 
Rookery, Chicago, yesterday. Likely he 


| will be at his desk again today. 


Both Refuse to Talk. i 
When the first reports of the legal attack 
on the two officials, lacking authenticity, 
reached the city yesterday they refused to 
discuss the matter, only saying that Mr. 
Gates in due time would give out a full state-

The summonses are now in the hands of 
the law firm of Lamb & Voss in New York,

$40,000,000, at par. On the strength of this 
statement Washington Seligman and the 
other angry clients of Lamb & Voss of New 
York bought Steel and Wire preferred stock. 
When Mr. Gates shut down the company’s 
mills and gave interviews on Monday, April 
16, in which he was quoted as saying that 
the steel and iron business was in bad shape 
and that the demand for the products of his 
company was hardly 30 per cent in volume 
of what it should be, the common and pre- 
ferred stock began to tumble.

General Rundle's Eighth 
Division is also close up to Thaba N’Chu, 
and if the Boers only stahd their ground 
something decisive may be done. 

In any case it seems likely that these de- 
tached commandoes may be prevented from 
gaining the main Boer army at Kroonstad 
via Winburg. 

The clearance to the southward does not 
seem to be yet completed, as a body of 
Boers was encountered between Bethulie 
and Smithfield, quite within the British 
lines. Some fighting ensued. These sur-

Changes 
are to be asked for in some of the leading 
houses also.

“ continuous performance houses. 


Water Works Boilers Safe. 
Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
and City Engineer Ericson made an inspec- 
tion of the engines and boilers at the Chica- 
go avenue pumping station. Reports have 
been current that the old boilers are in such 
condition that an explosion may occur at 
any time. The inspection has disproved 
these reports. However, the city will take 
steps to establish further safeguards. 


Paving for Streets Approved. 

At a public hearing in the Council cham- 
ber the Board of Local Improvements ap- 
proved contracts for brick pavements which 
will cost property-owners $800,000 if they are 
not knocked out in the proceedings yet to 
follow. The Chicago General railway com- 
pany will have to bear a pertion of the as- 
sessment for paving West Twenty-second 
street, while the Alton, Santa Fé, and IIli- 
nois Central roads will be assessed for part 
of the work in Archer avenue.

The failure of the School Management 
committee to put forward a recommenda- 
tion was ‘said to be due to a feeling that it 
would be indelicate to discuss a successor to 
the Superintendent in his presence. The 
term of Mr. Delano’s superintendency is 
indefinite. It may continue only until the 
next meeting of the School Management 
committee or the board at its next meet- 
ing may elect without waiting recommenda- 
tion. 

It is not probable that the board will act 
without a recommendation from the School 
Management committee.“ said Mrs. 
O' Keeffe. It has been thought advisable 
to place one of the. Superintendents in 
charge rather than to allow each Superin- 
tendent to have direction in his district.

 Flammarion’s Views of Ghosts. 


The Unknown.” By Camille Flam- 
marion. Harper & Bros. 
ONCERNING the interest of Camille 
Flammarion’s volume, 
known,“ there can be no shadow of 
doubt. Whether he is to be taken as 
seriously as he takes himself is a 
mMuestion for each reader to decide. He must 
at least be given credit for having tried to 
apply scientific methods to the stud 
Phenomena of the so-called 
This popular French scientist and astrono- ‘ 
mer has shown the courage of his convic- 
tions by studying ghosts as he has studied 
stars, and he evidently believes in the one as 


well as in the other. 


The method adopted in this volume of 500 
closely printed pages is the true inductive 
method, consisting in the grouping of many 
separate phenomena and the formulating of 
a theory that will at them. For more than a 
third ot a century M. Flammarion has been 
an observer of the. so-called supernatural, 
and a year ago he advertised in the French 
newspapers and scientific magazines for in-

TELLS OF PEST SHIP'S CRUISE. 
F. R. Fulton Describes the Ravages of 


Smallpox Among the Passengers 
of the New England. 


A sad story of the ravages of smallpox 


ong the passengers of the steamer New 


ngland is told by Frederick R. Fulton, 52 


Bellevue place. The New England left Bos- | 
ton on Feb. 1 with 537 passengers, among | 
them Mr. Fulton and his wife, and touched, 
among other places, at Gibraltar, Jaffa, 
and Constantinople. Soon after leav- 
ing the last named port smallpox appeared, 
the first person to be stricken being Norman 
Becker of Seneca Falls, N. T. He was buried 
at sea. 


The disease made rapid headway among 


the passengers and crew, and bubonic plague 
was suspected. Passenger after passenger 
. fell.a victim between Constantinople and 
Naples. There Captain McAuley tele- [ 
graphed the agents that the ship was pest- 
ridden and would have to be abandoned. The 
passengers disembarked, and many went to 
3 Romé, where more fell ill and several died. 
(Among them were: Miss Anna Scouten, 
Winona, Minn., body cremated at Rome; 
the Rev. George F. Love, Oswego, N. T.; 
Arthur M. Merriam, Boston; and Mrs. A. B. 
Lowell, Worcester, Mass. be

vention have the highest respect for Senato 
Hoar. They believe that he speaks and 
votes as his convictions bid him, and that 
his convictions are usually sound, As to 
the Philippines, however, they differ from 
him radically, His ideas as to what is the 
duty of the United States are not their ideas. 
He believes in turning adrift the ‘‘ defense- 
less people of the Philippines upon a 
stormy ocean. The convention believes 
it is the duty of the United States to up- 
lift and educate those people, even though 
it will be a slow and thankjess task. The 
conscience of Massachusetts is represent- 
ed by the Republican convention, and not 
on this occasion by Senator Hoar. 
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DATES FOR CUBAN INDEPENDENCE. 
Correspondents and Congressmen vie 
with each other in the effort to settle the 
future chronology of government in Cuba. 
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Senator Mason's resolution, introduced 
in the Senate on Thursday, illustrates that 
‘arbitrariness which has constituted one 
not the chief failure of all absentee go 
ernment, and which is in no degree miti- 
gated by being employed toward a worthy 
end. In view of the pledge of Congress 
in the joint resolution of April 19, 1898, by 
which the Spanish war was inaugurated, 
that it was the intention of the United 
Stites, after pacification of Cuba, 
to “leave the government and control of 
the island to its people,” Senator rage 
moves—though fortunately. without the 
slightest prospect of his resolution being 
adopted that on July 4, 1900, all civil 
and military power . be turned over 
and surrendered to the people of Cuba.“ 

The “ pacification ” of. Cuba involves the 
establishment of civil order, not in a tech- 
nical or superficial sense, but as a suf 
stantial reality, guaranteed by reliable an 
efficient government, local and general. 
The fiber of civil government, howev 
cannot be forced in its growth so as to be 
ready for dramatic purposes on particular 
national holidays, and its character and 
capacities can, only be proved by experi- 
ence. While, therefore, it is the duty of 
the United States, as it plainly is the policy 
of the present administration in Cuba, to 
shift the island’s affairs as rapidly as pos- 
sible into the hands of its own people, both 
through appointment under the present 
régime and by carrying forward the 
ganization of elective government, it is 
not desirable because not practicable to fix 
at the present moment upon any date, 
near or remote, for absolute withdrawal. 
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And whispering, I will

_ PNEUMATIC ‘TUBE SERVICE. 

The House of Representatives cut out of 
the postoffice appropriation bill last 
Wednesday the item of $750,000 for the 
existing pneumatic tube service in New 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia, and for 
its extension to Chicago and some other 
cities. It did this because it was carried 
away by charges made by Mr. Moody of 
Massachusetts to the effect that one of the 
members of the House Committee on Appro- 
priations, yhen the first appropriation was 
made, was a large holder of the stock and 
bonds of the pneumatic tube company; that 
| a large block of its stock had been sent to a

The chairman of the Postoffice committee 
says such an extension will involve an ex- 
penditure of millions of dollars annually in 
the near future. In foreign countries 
where pneumatic tubes are used for postal 
purposes nothing is sent through them ex- 
cept telegrams and matter which bears an 
extra charge of from four to six cents. 
Thus the pneumatic tube service is made to 
pay expenses. No such policy has been pur- 
sued in this country. “I do not believe,” 
says Chairman Loud, “that the pneumatic 
tube can be economically and successfully 
used for the transmission of all classes of 
mail matter. It is a service of expedition; 
it is a service for special delivery letters and 
for telegrams.” 

The cost of the pneumatic tube service is 
excessive. According to the report of a 


yearly, rental paid in New York City is 
$158,000, $10,000 of which represents the 
cost of operation. The total cost of the 
plant is in dispute. It is somewhere be- 
tween $34,000 and $300,000. There are 
30,000 feet of pipe, worth about 50 cents a 
foot, which can be laid for about the same 
sum, The cost of the machinery is un- 
known. ven if the total sum invested 
were $300,000, the rental would be exces» 
sive, | 

The friends of the appropriation say the 
Senate will put this $750,000 item back in 
the bill. Perhaps the discontinuance of the 
service where already installed is inadvisa- 
ble.. But if the entire appropriation of 
8750.00 is restored, in a year or two the 
service will be extended to Still other cities. 
Then more cities will have to have it, and 
the annual rentals paid will run up into 
the millions.
